The Royal Conservatory of Music at 
present serves a local student body of 
nearly 10,000 and offers vocal and instru- 
mental music instruction, speech and 
drama, and courses in history, theory, 
composition, conducting, singing and 
electronic music.

Early Music Studies feature private in- 
struction in Baroque flute, oboe, violin, 
harpsichord, lute, viola da gamba and 
recorder, and class instruction in Baroque 
ensemble. Baroque performance practice, 
fingerboard harmony and continuo for 
guitarists. Medieval and Renaissance 
music, traditional East-European singing 
and viol consort. 

The Conservatory offers courses for 
teachers in Piano Pedagogy, Vocal 
Pedagogy, Kodaly Method, Preparatory 
Music and Solfege Pedagogy. 

Special courses are available in 
Alexander Technique, Improvisation, 
Introductory Dalcroze Eurythmics for 
Adults, Opera Appreciation, Contem- 
porary Music and Composition.

Secretaries. 

FACILITIES 

The Royal Conservatory of Music is 
located in the heart of Toronto at 273 
Bloor Street West. The Main Building 
contains two performance facilities: the 
259-seat Concert Hall used for concerts 
and solo recitals by faculty and guest 
artists, organ teaching, lectures and 
student recitals; and the 100-seat Recital 
Hall, used for classes, lectures, rehearsals 
and student recitals. When available, 
studios and the Concert and Recital 
Halls may be rented by students and the 
general public.

ADMISSION AND 
REGISTRATION 
Royal Conservatory of Music students 
range in age from three to eighty years 
and come from all parts of Canada and 
abroad. Admission is available in appro- 
priate programs to all applicants and 
students may pursue programs at their 
own rate and level of achievement 
with the emphasis placed on realizing 
individual potential. Programs with 
specific entrance requirements are out- 
lined elsewhere in the Yearbook. 

Registrations are processed through 
the Main Building Registration Desk or 
at individual branches. Counselling on 
individual programs of study may be 
arranged through the Co-ordinator of 
General Programs, or the appropriate 
Branch Administrator. 



AUDITIONS 

Auditions are an integral part of RCM 
programs. They help determine the rate 
and quality of a student’s progress. Co-or- 
dinators for each discipline supervise the 
audition program and provide teachers 
with a written critique of the students 
audition. 

All RCM students are urged to audition at 
least once annually. Information and audition 
forms are available from the Co-ordinator of 
General Programs (978-3756). 



CHILDREN’S PROGRAMS 
The Royal Conservatory of Music 
provides a choice of six programs for the 
young child to learn the fundamenta 
music: Eurythmics, Keyboard 
Kodaly, Orff, Preparatory Music an 
Suzuki. Although each program is 
specialized, they all have common ob ^ 
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of music, to develop musical literacy and 
to be prepared for future music study. 

Classes are offered at the RCM Main 
Building and its branches across the city. 
Enrolment in a children’s music program 
does not preclude private study in a 
chosen instrument. In fact, children par- 
ticipating in a music program will often 
progress more rapidly in their instrumen- 
tal study as a result of increased musical 
understanding, sight-reading ability and 
confidence in performance.

CORRESPONDENCE COURSES 
The Royal Conservatory of Music offers 
instruction by correspondence in all 
grades of Rudiments, Harmony, Counter- 
point, Analysis and History, as well as 
Piano Pedagogy, Theory of Speech, 
Dramatic Literature and Associateship 
Diploma subjects in Theory and 
Composition. Registration begins in 
September; the deadline for beginning 
any course is March 1. No courses are 
conducted during the summer months. 

The Royal Conservatory appoints a 
Correspondence teacher and the first 
lesson is sent upon receipt of the registra- 
tion form and fees. A minimum of three 
lessons per month is required unless other 
arrangements are made with the teacher 
at the start of the lessons. The number 
of lessons needed to complete a subject 
varies with the subject and with the 
ability and industry of the student. 

Correspondence students may take 
examinations at RCM Theory Centres 
across Canada during May and Decem- 
ber. The Examination Department will 
provide the location of the closest centre 
upon request. 

Refunds and fee credits are not permit- 
ted for correspondence instruction.

SUMMER SCHOOL 
The Royal Conservatory of Music has 
offered a full range of courses in its annual 
Summer School since 1938. Teachers and 
students from across Canada take ad- 
vantage of the RCM Summer School to 
upgrade their skills and participate in 
Toronto’s numerous summer music 
activities. Regular features in Summer 
School include master classes by visiting 
guest artists, theoretical courses with 



examinations, children’s classes. Teacher’s 
Week, a variety of special courses for 
musicians, teachers and the general 
public, and private instruction in most 
subjects. 

Summer School classes take place in 
the Main Building of the Royal Conserva- 
tory of Music and at the nearby Edward 
Johnson Building at the University of 
Toronto. This central location is easily 
accessible on Toronto’s public transit 
system and is close to shopping, theatres 
and concert locations.

ASSOCIATESHIP VtlpLOMA 
PROGIEAM 

The Associateship Diploma Program 
offers comprehensive training to gifted 
students intending to enter the music 
profession and includes individual lessons 
in major and certain secondary subjects, 
and class tuition in theory and music 



history. Students participate in chamber 
music and large ensembles. 

Admission 

Applications for admission should be 
submitted to the Co-ordinator of 
Academic Programs not later than the 
last Thursday in February. Auditions are 
held in May. RCM examination reports 
may serve, in special circumstances, as 
an audition. Other factors that determine 
admission are overall examination 
records and other evidence of musical 
and scholastic capacity and achievement. 
Application for re-admission must be made 
each year.

Registration 

Students accepted into the program must 
register not later than the end of the first 
week in September. Assignment of 
students to individual teachers and to 
classes is the responsibility of the Co- 
ordinator of Academic Programs and no

ted without written authorization. 

Scholarships and Bursaries 
Fees for the Associateship Diploma Pro- 
gram are partially subsidized by the Con- 
servatory with supplementary assistance 
from the Ontario Arts Council. Students 
are also eligible for annually awarded 
scholarships and bursaries to be applied 
toward tuition fees. Scholarships are 
awarded on the basis of merit, bursaries 
on the basis of need as well as merit.

Examinations and Auditions 
Every ADP student is auditioned at least 
twice during the academic year. A high 
standard is expected in all areas. Unsatis- 
factory progress in any part of a student’s 
program may result in the loss of ADP 
privileges. ADP students are expected to 
participate annually in the RCM exami- 
nation system at a grade level correspond- 
ing to their level of study. Applications 
for these examinations must be submitted 
to the Examination Department, as indi- 
cated in the Syllabus. 

Attendance 

ADP schedules are arranged to avoid 
conflict with school timetables. Absence 
from lessons, classes or rehearsals is per- 
mitted only with written approval of the 
Co-ordinator of Academic Programs. 
Unsatisfactory attendance and progress 
may result in cancellation of registration. 

PROFESSIONAL TRAINING 

programs 

The Royal Conservatory has a long tradi- 
tion of preparing young musicians to enter 
the music profession in performance and 
pedagogy. Full-time courses of study are 



specifically designed to meet the needs of 
the individual student. Financial assist- 
ance for eligible students is available 
through the Conservatory's scholarship 
and bursary program and under the 
auspices of the Ontario Student Assist- 
ance Program (see Financial Assistance and 
Awards, p. 17). 

In addition, the Conservatory offers 
the Orchestral Training Program to 
prepare young players for orchestral 
careers (see Orchestral Training Program, 
p. 13). 

Advanced training for orchestral and 
choral conducting students is available 
through the Conductors’ Training Pro- 
gram. Conducting students study with 
guest conductors of the Royal Conserva- 
tory Orchestra and the conducting 
staff of the Royal Conservatory Choral 
Program and have the opportunity to 
conduct members of the Royal Con- 
servatory Orchestra and student chorus 
ensembles (see Conductors’ Training 
Program, p. 13). 

An advanced, specially designed ARCT 
program in theory and composition trains 
composers. For information contact the 
Co-ordinator of Academic Programs 
at (416) 978-4929. 

FOREIGN STUDENTS 
Applications to the Professional Training 
Programs from foreign students are wel- 
come. Candidates must have attained, as 
a minimum, the Grade 8 RCM examina- 
tion level in their area of major study and 
must submit original transcripts or other 
documentation of their musical and 
academic studies from the institution(s) 
issuing such documentation directly to 
the RCM. Such transcripts must be 
accompanied by detailed, official course 
descriptions. An audition or tape record- 
ing verifying the level of performance 
is required. 



All students studying at the RCM 
on a Student Visa from the immigration 
authorities of the Canadian government 
are required to undertake a full-time 
program as assigned by the Royal Con- 
servatory. Students will be required to 
verify satisfactory standing and progress 
through regular examinations, auditions 
and other assessments of their work for 
every course in which they are registered.

ORCHESTRAL TRAINING 
PROGRAM 

Sponsored by Employment and Immi' 
gration Canada through the Ontario 
Ministry of Colleges and Universities, the 
Royal Conservatory of Music Orchestral 
Training Program provides training and 
practical experience at a professional level 
for advanced students and young orches- 
tral musicians. The program includes: 
participation in the Royal Conservatory 
Orchestra, presentation of a public con- 
cert series, individual lessons, chamber 
music coaching sessions with prominent 
guest artists, ear training classes, sectional 
coaching, repertoire reading rehearsals, 
audition preparation, and career develop- 
ment. Participants receive full tuition sup- 
port and a living stipend. The professional 
orientation of the program, contact with 
visiting faculty and liaison with potential 
employers provide program graduates 
access to professional positions. 

Instructors for the Orchestral Training 
Program include distinguished artists and 
teachers in the profession. Resident con- 
ductors prepare public performances and 
oversee the personal development of par- 
ticipants. Individual lessons are provided 
by outstanding teachers in the Toronto 
area and chamber music and repertoire 
coaching are directed by eminent guest 
artists. 
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The Orchestral Training Program is open to < 

Canadian citizens and landed immigrants 
of eighteen years of age or over. Entry is by 
audition only. Further information can be ob-

CONDUCTORS’ TRAINING 
PROGRAM 

For many years the Conservatory pre- 
sented the Conductors’ Workshop with 
assistance from the Ontario Arts Council. 

This specialized training continues under 
the Conservatory’s auspices and provides 
advanced instruction with guest 
conductors of the Royal Conservatory 
Orchestra and the conducting staff of 
the RCM Choral Program. The course 
of study includes baton technique, score 
reading, orchestration, repertoire, ear 
training and sight-singing as required. 

Students have the opportunity to practise 
with instrumental and vocal ensembles of 
the Conservatory. They can, in addition, 
expect career counselling and assistance 
with professional placement.

For students of the Royal Conservatory, 
success at examinations represents achieve 
JTient, a moment when determination and 
commitment surmount all else, conquer 
all obstacles. 

The Royal Conservatory examination 
system has made a significant contribu- 
tion to Canadian music education by 
setting a national standard of accredita- 
tion for musical achievement. Over 80,000 
examinations were conducted in approxi- 
mately 250 centres in 1986. Students with 
standing in Royal Conservatory of Music 
examinations may be eligible for credits 
and advanced placement at other institu- 
tions based on an individual assessment 
of their examination result. Examinations 
are accepted for credit toward graduation 



diplomas at provincial secondary schools. 

The Royal Conservatory of Music is 
the only national examination system in 
Canada with centres in every province, 
in the United States and in Europe and 
Hong Kong. At the invitation of alumni 
now residing in Hong Kong, The Royal 
Conservatory of Music has recently intro- 
duced its system to Southeast Asia where 
both practical and theory examinations 
were held during 1986. 

Royal Conservatory of Music examina- 
tions are open to all students. Any teacher 
may submit students for examinations. 
Complete requirements for practical and 
theoretical examinations are contained 
in current Syllabi which are available 
from the Royal Conservatory of Music 
or local music stores. 

The Royal Conservatory examination 
system consists of ten grade levels and the 
Associateship Diploma examination. 

Each grade includes the performance of 



pieces, technical tests, ear tests and sight 
reading/singing. In addition there are 
theoretical co-requisites for Grade 5 
and up. 

Examinations are held twice yearly: 
practical examinations in January and 
May/June and theoretical examinations 
in December and May. Application dead- 
lines are: Summer Session, March 15; 
Winter Session, November 1. Applica- 
tions must reach the Examination Depart- 
ment on or before the closing dates. Appli- 
cations received after the closing dates 
will not be accepted. 

Application forms are available at 
the Main Building or any branch of the 
Royal Conservatory of Music, from affili- 
ated representatives and co-ordinators 
and from local music stores. 

Applications are accepted on the 
understanding that candidates comply 
with the procedures and requirements 
outlined in the Syllabi. 

Results for practical and theoretical ex- 
aminations are mailed as soon as possible 
following the closing of each examination 
session. 

Certificates are awarded to successful 
candidates twice annually (March and 
October). Commencing with the Grade 5 
practical level no certificate w'ill be issued 
unless the candidate has successfully 
completed all theory co-requisites within 
two years following the session of the 
pertinent practical examination. No time 
limit applies when theory co-requisites 
are taken prior to the practical examina- 
tion. ARCT diplomas are awarded to 
candidates at the annual November 
Convocation ceremony in Toronto or 
forwarded following Convocation. 

Candidates may not use the designa- 
tion ARCT before Convocation.

Financial assistance for the Conservatory's 
talented scholars is an im’estment in personal 
best, in the community’s spirit and in the 
preservation of society’s shining aestheticism. 

ONTARIO STUDENT 
ASSISTANCE PROGRAM - OSAP 
The Ontario Student Assistance Program 
provides financial assistance to qualified 
Conservatory students. The following 
OSAP eligibility requirements apply to 
all applicants; 

1. Students must be at a Grade 8 level in 
the instrument of their choice. A Grade 8 
RCM certificate OR an audition with 
the Co-ordinator of Academic Programs 
will serve to establish admissibility. 

2. Students are required to engage in 
full-time studies for the academic year in 
order to qualify for OSAP Individual 
programs of study are designed and 
approved through an interview with the 
Co-ordinator of Academic Programs. 

OSAP applications are available from 
the Registration Desk at the beginning 
of April of each year. Students planning 
to commence studies in September of the 
subsequent academic year must submit 
a fully completed application and fulfil all 
other admission requirements including 
auditions by May 15. Students planning 
to commence studies in January must 
complete their application and auditions 
by October 31. 

SCHOLARSHIPS AND 

bursaries 

The Conservatory maintains a broad 
program of scholarship and bursary 
assistance for students at the RCM 



and for examination candidates studying 
elsewhere in Canada. 

Scholarships 

Scholarships are awarded on the basis of 
merit. Fully completed applications must 
be submitted to the Office of Academic 
Programs no later than the last Thursday 
in February. Please consult the current 
Schedule of Fees for the specific date. 
Candidates must be no more than 30 
years of age (35 for singers and organists) 
by the closing date of application. 
Auditions are held during the last week 
of April and the first two weeks of May; 
results are issued in the middle of June. 
Successful candidates may be required 
to register in the Associateship Diploma 
Program at the direction of the 
Conservatory. 

Bursaries 

Bursaries are awarded on the basis of 
financial need as well as merit. All 
students of the Conservatory are eligible 
for Bursary assistance provided they are 
no more than 30 years of age (35 for 
singers and organists) by the closing date 
of application. Fully completed applica- 
tions must be submitted to the Office of 
Academic Programs no later than the 
assigned date in September. Please con- 
sult the current Schedule of Fees for the 
specific date. Auditions are held in 
October of each year. 

Examination Scholarships 
Examination scholarships are awarded on 
the basis of examination results and do 
not require application. 

Awards will be applied by the Conservatory 
towards tuition fees for the designated 
academic year. The Royal Conservatory 
of Music reserves the right to withdraw 
a scholarship or bursary from a student 
whose work proves unsatisfactory. 

MEDALS 

In addition to examination scholarships, 
Gold and Silver Medals are awarded 
annually to candidates on the basis of 
examination results. ARCT Diplomas and 



Gold Medals are awarded to candidates 
at the annual November Convocation 
ceremony in Toronto or are forwarded 
immediately following Convocation. 

Gold Medals 

Gold Medals are awarded annually to 
ARCT candidates who have obtained 
the highest mark in each of the following 
disciplines: Piano, Organ, Accordion, 
Strings, Orchestral Instruments (brass, 
woodwinds and percussion), Singing, and 
Speech and Drama. To qualify for the 
Gold Medal the candidate must obtain a 
minimum of 80 percent in the practical 
examination and must also have com- 
pleted the prescribed theory requirements 
with an average of at least 70 percent. 

Silver Medals 

Silver Medals are awarded annually by 
province (Atlantic Provinces are con- 
sidered as one) to candidates in Grades 
1-10 who have obtained the highest mark 
in each grade and discipline including: 
Piano, Organ, Accordion, Strings, 
Orchestral Instruments (brass, woodwinds 
and percussion). Singing, and Speech and 
Drama. To qualify for these awards, candi- 
dates must obtain at least 80 percent and 
must also have completed the prescribed 
theory co-requisites for their respective 
grades. Silver Medals in Ontario are 
presented at an annual ceremony in 
November at the Royal Conservatory 
of Music. 

ENDOWMENTS 

The Royal Conservatory has, for many 
years, received generous support from 
individual patrons. Donations, small and 
large, have enabled the RCM to institute 
new programs, maintain and improve its 
instrument bank, and most importantly, 
provide financial assistance to needy and 
talented students. Individuals may create 
scholarships or bursaries to reflect their 
musical interests, to serve as a tribute to 
family or friends, or to serve the general 
needs of the RCM. All donors are pro- 
vided with a receipt for tax purposes.
